tho linemen go in couples, and armed 
with rifles to fight off 
the fierce 


"puma," or Mexican tiger (tigro), 
who assaults man and is especially 
ravenous for telograpb constructors! 
Linemen aro often attacked by these 
formidable boasts, whose stuffed skins 
one soos in museums in the City of 
Mexico 
No, I should not want to en- 


counter n puma if I were alone and un- 
armed 
It would bo of no use to take 


to a troii, for the puma would got 
there, too, and he can shin np a tolo- 
graph polo with neatness and dis- 
patch 
Tho Mexican linemen down in 


tho hot coast country shoot many a 
puma while out attending to their 
lines. 


A scarcely loss foi-midablo antago- 


nist is found in fho monkey tribe who 
inhabit tho jungies and chapparal of 
Tabsco. Literally tho "woods are full 
of thorn." 
Their favorite diversion, 


when not in quest of food, is to betake 
themselves to the telegraph lino for 
fitymnastic exercises, and lineman as- 
sort that often one hundred able-bodied 
monkeys may be seen swinging on tho 
wire, or festooned, monkey-fashion, by 
looping their taila 
Tho continuous 


vibration of these forest gymnasts 
starts the iron nails used on tho cross- 
arms, and these often coma down, 
bringing tho wire with them, 
n And it is not a safe matter to under-

It 
may well bo imagined that when n 
wire gets down In the hot country thai 
itis no small affair to pick it up again, 
for, what with fighting tigers, mon- 
keys and mosquitoes, not to mention 
tho cheerful jigger or borer who works 
hi-) way under one's skin and sticks 
thoro, the business is not at all a 
monotonous one, and may bo sately 
locommcndod to youthful ron IOIM who 
are dreaming of tho Mayno Iloid sort 
of adventure in tropic lands.

Haight, No. 70 South street

liuvo u wider scope. Ho felt sutlttftou that the 
commercial Intorostn of tho United Slates—ho 
might almost say its honor—demanded that 
BomethiiiK must be done to protect American 
Interests agtvinat tho encroachments of Cana- 
dian corporations. 
Cunuillnn railroads und 


steamship companies, aided hy subsidies, hud 
succeeded In obtivlulns control of commerce, 
and uHpeoililly of tho transportation of tea, sf> 
far that forty-two per cent, of thotoaconeumetl 
In the country wns carried by tho Canadian Pa- 
cific road. 


Mr. Mitchell (Ore.) said that, the subsidized 


line of lirltibh steamers wore bringing Chlnoso 
to British America at tho rato of four thousand 
a month, and these Immigrants wore pouring 
down In streams Into tho United States. 


Senator Gorman, in supporting tho resolu- 


tion, declared that It was time toat United 
States Senators Joined hands, irrespective ol 
partys In wrostltiR tho trade of tho United 
States from aliens who, by means of subsi- 
dized corporations, wore absorbing It. Load- 
Ing oitizrns of the United States, mon of Influ- 
ence and power in shaping National affairs, 
sorno of whom were candidates for high otflec, 
uro lending their efforts, hu said, as they havo 
a perfect right to do, to promote this Canadian 
railroud scheme.

Congressman William L. Scott, of Pennsyl- 
vania. 


Mr. Mitchell said If Senator Gorman had 


taken tho trouble to road tho nam^s of the 
directors of tho Western road which had lately 
fallen Into tho hands of the Canadian Pudflo 
road, he would tlnd the name of the ob&lrcaan 
of the Democratic National committee In It. 


Mr. Gorman said ho hud no doubt of It, but 


that gentleman was not a candidate for 'oJfloo. 
He thought, however, that no man who was n 
candidate for high onloo who, If elected, might 
become Prosidont of the United States, oould 
properly accept the olllee until ho had purged 
hlmoolf of every intorotit In this British enter- 
prise. Democrats and Republicans bothjought 
to discuss these mattors ns persons willing to 
aid, counsel and advise this Administration, so 
as to protect these great tranaportattou Inter- 
ests. Ho wanted the matter probed to the bot> 
torn. Ho know the struggle to which It would 
glvo rise In tho States of Maine and Vermont, 
where feeders to the Canadian rooas wero be- 
ing buflt, and great us his friend (rom 
Vermont—Mr. Edmunds—was, he 
doubted 


very much whether ho was prepared to drop all 
partisanship and join the Democrats In wiping 
out this Interest, not ns Domooruta, but as 
American citizens. 


Mr. Edmunds said that the only thing Domo- 


sratio about the DemocrMle party was tt» 
name. It bad nod control of the House ot Rep- 
esentattves tor twelve yean, aadyetnoat- 
empt had been made in that time to rectify 
he prodigious evtl« which the Senator from 
Maryland had now tor tbe first t.im:: dlsoov- 
sred. He tnen referred to If r.'Garaun's con- 
nection with thd Baltimore & "onto Railroad 
Company. 
Mr. Gorman said he was not a private direc- 


tor to any railroad, but had represented Mory- 
and to prevent the very syndicate which oon-

Mr. Edmunds went on W> say that If goods 


could be carried cheaper between Liverpool 
and Hong Kong across Canada, commerce 
would sock that route, but besides tho physical 
facts of geography, the physical condition ot 
climate played itt part and no government 
could chance It Mr. Edmunds rehearsed tbe 
efforts of the Republicans to encourage-com- 
merce, and claimed that their efloTtu-bBd been 
nullified by the Democrats.

A Herd of Native Cattle Dying 


with Texas Fever Wear Decatnr. 


John O. Imboden, the stockman, has 


experienced B big slice of tough luck, end 
ifl likely to lose a herd of 25 young cattle, 
nine of which have died of Texas fever 
since the first of the month. On June 
15, a stranger named Thomas Whitesides, 
came to Deoatur with 43 head of cattle 
which he said he had purchased at Ed- 
wardsville, HI. The cattle looked like 
they came from the South, from Tennes- 
see or Mississippi. The herd was at the 
stock yards, and as Mr. Whiterides was 
seeking pasture, Mr. Imboden allowed 
them to graze four days in his pasture 
two miles south of Deoatur, near the T. 
H. & P. track. The cattle were in the 
pasture four days when they were re- 
moved and driven toward Blue Mound. 
A short time later Mr. Imboden put his 
herd of 25 native cattle in the pasture, 
not knowing that the pasture had been 
inoculated. A number of the cattle were 
taken sick with symptoms of Texas fever, 
and on August 1st one died, on the 2d 
two more, on the 3d five died, and this 
morning another died, making a total of 
nine within four days. Dr. J. F. Ueid, 
the assistant state veterinarian, has been 
absent from the city nearly all week on 
official business, and did not return until 
this morning, when Mr. Imboden got 
him to visit the afflicted cattle. He made 
an examination and found that all the 
cattle were inoculated with the fever. 
The probabilities are all will die. The 
Doctor IB satisfied that the pasture was 
inoculated by the Whitesides 
cattle. 


Doctor Reid is now actively engaged in 
trying to locate Mr, W. and his southern 
cattle, so he can pnt a stop to the spread 
of the fever so fatal to native cattle. 
Under the state law no one is permitted 
to graze southern cattle in Illinois be- 
tween March 1 and October 1. The party 
violating the law is liable for all dam- 
ages. Dr. Beid made a poet mortem 
examination of one of the cattle to-day, 
and fully established the nature of the 
disease. Mr, Imboden will not use the 
pasture for any other cattle until cold 
weather when the frost will come and 
remove all danger. Dr. Beid has visited 
Effingham and Neoga this week where he 
found native cattle had been inoculated 
with Texas fever by eating drippings 
along the railroad track—straw and stuff 
that had fallen from the cars in which 
southern cattle had been shipped east.

Pupflfl 


Struck Water at 16 Feet. 


Mr. J. A. Bands, of Ohio, who is en- 


gaged hear the water works in sinking 
drive wells to secure spring water for the 
public use, is prosecuting the enterprise 
with success. All of the work is done by 
hand. Mr. Sands found a good supply 
of water before he reached the hard pan, 
which the drill struck at a depth of 15 
feet. This hard pan is a formation of 
gravel, sand, hme, etc., and according to 
city surveys is on a level with the bottom 
of the drive well on Lincoln Square. Mr, 
S. drilled through the hard pan and struck 
solid rook at a depth of 30 feet, into which 
he drilled five feet, making a total depth 
of 35 ft. The water has risen in the well 
to within seven feet of the top, making 
eight feet of water above the hard pan. 
It is supposed that this water comes 
from the Mia above the works. It is the 
purpose of Mr. Sands to experiment with 
two wells 20 feet apart, find water in 
both, and then pump from one to see if 
the pumping will lower the water in the 
other welL The gentleman is now wait- 
ing for strainers to arrive from Cincin- 
nati. They are expected to be delivered 
by Monday or Tuesday. If the water 
holds out in the two wells a number of 
others will be drilled to supply the works 
with water, in which case the engines 
will cease pumping from the Sangamon 
river and our citizens will be supplied 
with pure spring water all the year 
round.
